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New Message, Old Doctrines 


President Nixon's second State of the 
World message Is essentially a restatement 
and updating of last year's document. It 
does not appear at first reading to contain 
any new thoughts or proposals. Indeed, what 
Jfi most striding Is the manner in which the 
emerging Nixon Doctrine increasingly re- 
sembles old United States policies of the 
past two decades. 

This Is i>articularly noticeable in the 
lengthy passages in which the President at- 
tempts to defend his policies In Southeast 
Asia. While the mode of American Interven- 
tion has been changed in order to assuage 
domestic criticism, the President seems to 
be pursuing the policy of containment In 
Asia first laid down by John Foster Dulles. 
He reiterates his determination to honor 
American commitments throughout the area 
— commitments which predate the changed 
conditions to which he says elsewhere Amer- 
ican policy must respond — and he appears 
ominously to be extending those commit- 
ments to Cambodia and Laos. 

Although the President continues to call 
for Increasing self-sufficiency on the part of 
America's Aslan allies, Individually and In 
concert, he Indicates that the transfer of 
defense responsibilities to local forces will 
be a long and slow process. It Is obvious that 
the Nixon Doctrine is running Into serious 
trouble in the face of Asian realities. 

In Europe, too, Ur. Nixon reiterates old 
policy in such expressions as “today’s new. 
strategic equation,” which turns out to be 
simply a restatement of the McNamara 
policy of graduated deterrence and response. 
He does wisely allow for Chancellor Willy 
Brandt's OntpoHtik and for initiatives by 
others when he says: “Today, our Western 
European sues am properly anxious to make 
their own contribution to Bast-West negoti- 
ations. They vQ I paw — tog l y assert their 
own Judgment and te te rcet hi doing so.” 


While holding out hope for new under- 
standings with the Soviet Union, the Presi- 
dent generally adopts a tough line vis-a-vis 
the Kremlin. His expressed determination to 
persist with American ABM and offensive 
missile development lessens the likelihood of 
a fresh American initiative to break the 
disarmament deadlock when the SALT talks 
resume in Vienna next month. 

There w.ere echoes in the President's mes- 
sage of recent hints of a changing policy 
toward Peking. He said the United States 
would continue to oppose Communist China’s 
efforts to unseat Nationalist China at the 
United Nations— which, of course, is not the 
same as opposing admission for Peking. But 
United States actions In Indochina are likely 
to speak louder than any presidential words 
of conciliation. 

On the positive side, the President's firm 
statement on liberalizing trade offers hope 
that the administration will provide stronger 
leadership this year in the trade battle In 
Congress. There are also welcome signs of a 
more hospitable attitude toward trade with 
the Communist world. 

Mr. Nixon takes justifiable pride In his 
administration's vigorous efforts to promote 
a cease-fire and negotiations In the Middle 
East, which he correctly labeled as the most 
dangerous current international crisis area. 
Hia careful restatement of the American 
position should give Impetus to progress in 
the delicate negotiations now taking place 
at the United Nations. 

In the closing remarks of his radio address, 
summarizing the message, Mr. Nixon said: 
“But history has taught us that the old 
diplomacy of imposing peace by the flat of 
great pow.er simply does not work.” Un- 
fortunately the presidential message — espe- 
cially that portion dealing with Southeast 
Asia— strongly suggests that President Nixon 
has not abandoned the old diplomacy.

It Is now 1971 and Mr. Jenkins's grim 
prophecy has come true, ha peart because it 
allowed diplomatic considerations to over- 
ride hardheaded economic reasoning, the 
Labor government let the Concorde go ahead.

nearly double the original estimate. It has 
since tripled to a probable $2.4 billion. 

Originally, it had been hoped that each 
plane could he sold for $10 million with the 
British and French governments making a 
profit of abouti $2 million per plane. Now 
each, plane will have to sell for $30 million, 
and any thought of a profit to the two gov- 
ernments has long since vanished. 

In Britain and France, the principal air- 
lines are government-owned and subsidiz- 
ed. BOAC and Air Franceaxe. now -reportedly 
telling their respective governments that 
they see almost no likelihood of operating the 
Concorde profitably, even wjth a 30 percent 
surcharge added to each ticket. The subsonic 
jumbo Jet which can carry three times as 
many passengers Is a decisively more effif- 
cient plane for transatlantic 'travel. 

In short, as Mr. Jenkins foresaw, the Brit- 
ish treasury will have to “subsidize our own 
airline to take the planes produced” 

Such is the economic history of this white 
elephant with wings. It is tragic that Britain, 
already economically hard-pressed, has to 
bear this useless burden. Why should any 
rational member of Congress vote to repeat 
fee British mistake on a grander scale?

President Nixon’s second annual State of 
fee World report to Congress differs ap- 
preciably from his message of last year. In 
1970, the President sought above all to 
present a 'low profile' 1 of his foreign policy 
to the American people and to the world. 
He said, in substance, that the United States 
could not act as the world's policeman, that 
America should temper Its ambitions, lower 
the pitch, of Its foreign policy, rely more on 
its allies, and renounce confrontations with 
the U.S.5.R. forever. In order to enter an era 
of negotiation. 

Without denying any of these earlier 
declarations, Mr. Nixon clearly has modified 
them. This year's message contains a series 
of warnings aimed both at the Soviet Union 
and North. Vietnam. The harsh tone he uses 
to describe the situation in.

Nixon declared his support for a negotiated 
settlement, this speech shows no trace of con- 
ciliation.

B gijwgiiiw Aftenavis, believed to 
be one of the oldest newspapers in 
the world, appeared for the last 
time yesterday as an afternoon 
paper. It will continue as a weekly 
news feature ma g az i n e. 

The paper first appeared Jan. 3, 
1749, as an afternoon paper. The 
morning paper, Berlin gske Tidende, 
now one of the biggest to. Den- 
mark, was started about 100 years 
later as a companion paper. 


Immediately after making his 
speech the chancellor left for 
meeting of all Social Democratic 
leadership bodies at which the rela- 
tionship between social democracy 
and communism was to be carefully 
examined.

Austria Arrests 
Press Aide as 
Spy for Czechs 

VIENNA, Peb. 26 (DPI ■'.—An 
editor of the Austrian Federal 
Press Service has been arrested 
on charges of espionage far Czecho- 
slovakia, police said today. 

The alleged spy was Identified as 
Earl Erwin Lichtenecker, 42, 
member of the Federal Press Ser- 
vice since 1955. 

A spokesman for the Ministry of 
the interior said Mb. Lichte ne cker 
has confessed to having committed 
espionage activities for Czecho- 
slovakia. ” Police officials did not 
elaborate on his activities. 

Mr; Lichtenecker was a colleague 
of Josef Adamek, another editor 
of the Federal Press Sendee, who 
was arrested to 1968 on charges of 
espionage for Czechoslovakia. Ada- 
mek was later sentenced to ten 
months In jail for bis crime. 

A spokesman for the Federal 
Press Service said Mr. Lichtenecker 
Is an expert on foreign languages 
and speaks Czech. One of his 
duties was to translate official 
handouts tram German to other 
languages and to guide foreign 
newsmen on their tours through 
Austria. Mr. Lichtenecker also 
speaks English fluently. He taught 
at one time at Buena Vista College 
in Storm Lake, Iowa. His wife Is 
American. 


ROME. Peb. 26 (NYT).— Premier 
wmtuw Colombo, to a report to 
parliament today on his recent 
visit to thd United States, reject- 
ed Communist charges of Amer- 
ican Interference in Italian do- 
mestic politics, 

Mr. Colombo said that Washing- 
ton was Interested solely in the 

continuity of Italy's foreign policy 
as formulated by the center-left 
coalition on which his government 
was based. 

Even while the premier was ad- 
dressing the Chamber of Deputies, 
the center-left alliance was 
weakened by the withdrawal from 
the cabinet of the smallest of its 
four components, the Republican 
party, to a dispute over legislation 
now before parliament. 

That party's only senior mem- 
ber to the government, Justice 
Minister Oronzo Reale, and its 
two under secretaries in Mr. Co- 
lombo's administration are expect- 
ed to announce their resignations 
tomorrow.

Dies; Won Nobel 
Chemistry Prize

Prof. Theodor (The; Svedberg, 86, 
Swedish nuclear scientist and 
Nobel Prize winner, has died, his 
family announced today. 

Prof. Svedberg won international 
fame for his construction of a 
centrifuge which allowed him and 
his assistants to weigh and 
measure albuminous molecules. 

He won the 1926 Nobel Prize 
for Chemistry for his work. 

Prof. Svedberg became a profes- 
sor at the University of Uppsala 
in 1912. He bad been director 
of- the Gustaf Werner institute 
for Nuclear Research since 1949.

Hi-Fi Show 


The 13th Festival Interna- 
tional du Son, the annual Paris 
hi-fi show, scheduled this year 
for March 4-9 at the Palais 
d’Orsay, will as usual Include a 
heavy schedule of concerts, both 
Class ical and jazz, live and 
broadcast, in addition to the 
technical exhibits. 


At the Hayward 
The exhibition is in the Hay- 
ward Gallery, the big new pub- 
lic gallery next to the Royal 
Festival Hall south of the 
Thames.

Taken together, this sale and the other two may be con- 
sidered a lansnari in the auction market Although prices 
have tended to go down for some time, my feeling is that the 
medieval objects offered in these sales will still fetch the maxi- 
mum.

Feb. 26.— Stanley 
" Evehng la a writer of 
enormous potential, which has 
• been intermittently realized so 
far. "Mister,” his Dew play at 
the Duchess Theatre, lose its 
way— or, at least, it lost me- 
in a mass of words that clutter 
the mind in the same way as 
the stage itself is heaped with 
rotting relics of Britain’s seafar- 
ing past. 

Mister (Freddie Janes) is one 
of them. A shy, stranded, vir- 
ginal ex-officer who has become 
a dealer in naval antiques and 
stolen goods, sharing a shabby 
basement with an elderly 
seaman . dhmond Knight, 
breathing life into an old 
cliche) and. a dummy dressed 
as . Nelson. Mister— which is 
what officers are called at sea — 
longs to die, suffers from dreams 
of corpses, is haunted by a 
wartime memory when he did 
nothing but watch a mine bob 
through the water until it ex- 
ploded against his ship. 

Into his life erupts the brash, 
vulgar, but vital mia (Delia 
Lindsay) , who claims to be the 
daughter of a now-dead ship- 
mate. She tries to change him, 
attempting a seduction that 
comes nearest to success when 
she pereuades him to wear Nel- 
son’s clothes while she dresses 
Dp a 5 Tgrrimp. Hamilton. 

Mr. EveiUng often writes like 
an angel. But, like an angel, 
he records everything, leaving 
no ward unspoken. He stuffs 
every nook and cranny of his 
play with words. A character 
only has to open Ms mouth, 
and they tumble out never- 
en tangly as if from an overfull 
cupboard. He gives many in- 
dications that be intends the 
play to have a greater reference. 
Mister, Z fear, may even be 
meant to represent England 
now, an impotent relic dreaming 
of death, in contrast to the bat- 
tered but triumphant England 
of Nelson. 

In its self-effacing way, Fred- 
die Jones’s performance is a 
tour-de-force. He copes marvel- 
ously with his death speech, 
with which the play ends— a 
long, rambling monologue, full 
of the sounds of the sea, in 
which he relives his traumatic 
wartime experience. There is, 
too, an invigorating appearance 
by Andrew Robertson as a weird 
wee Scotsman, afflicted, like so 
many of Mr. Eveline's charac- 
ters. with a compulsive need 
to talk.

Simon Gray’s “SpoUed.** at the 
Hayznarket, is. ostensibly, a low- 
keyed domestic drama which

little ground. Howaxth (Jeremy 
Kemp) is a schoolmaster who 
invites a dull but eager student, 
one of the world’s losers, to 
spend a weekend at Ms home 
so that he can prepare for an 
examination away from a pos- 
sessive and anxious mother. 

Howarths wife (Anna Massey, 
adding a cutting edge to her 
lines) is not only heavily 
pregnant but also too witty for 
her own good. She is unable 
to cope with the knowledge that 
her condition disgusts her hus- 
band. The boy Is . vulnerable, 
fatherless, and pathetically anx- 
ious to please. By the time 
the weekend' is over, the teacher 
fra* gone to bed with his pupil, 
while the wife can do nothing 
but wait helplessly outside the 
bedroom door.

If you ignore the surface real- 
ism and Mr. Gray’s accurate 
social observation, and just 
listen to the dialogue, the play 
becomes another thing alto- 
gether. The game is given 
away by such lines as: “You 
don't know anything at all- 
least of an about yourself.” 
What Mr. Gray has written is 
a slow, old-fashioned, sen- 
timental * n| i cosy melodrama. 


Ingrid Bergman Is a deserved- 
ly papular actress who is draw- 
ing the town to see her as 
Lady Cicely Waynfiete in a 
revival of Bernard Shaw’s “Cap- 
tain Brass bound’s Conversion" 
at the Cambridge Theatre. Wss 
Bergman's stage appearances are 
too rare not to savor. In the 
past, she has shown excellent 
taste in her roles, appearing in 
Ibsen. O’Neill, and Turgenev. 

Sadly, here she has been led 
astray by her desire to act In 
a comedy. Shaw wrote the play 
as a vehicle for Ellen Terry, 
and also as a satire on the 
bombastic, exotic melodramas 
that were much to the taste of 
Henry Irving. It dates badly, 
with an interminable first act 
given over entirely to explain- 
ing the intricacies of the not 
very interesting plot.

Lady Cicely is the epitome of 
those extraordinary, indomi- 
table Victorian explorers who 
dealt with trouble by Ignoring 
it. quelling riot and rape with a 
stem glance or a kind ward.

It only shows how far apart 
science and philosophy have 
drifted. For the equations, 
though they may be hard indeed 
to solve, are (in general) short, 
neat unambiguous. The 
philosophical content lies not 
in them tart in the verbal com-, 
mentary which relates the 
formal mathematical results to 
the terms of ordinary human 

The hardest questions of 
physics are questions of mean* 
ing rather ui»n of ma thematics 
or logic, and it Is in this area 
that the greatest battles have 
been, fought and the greatest 
t rium phs won. Einstein, Bohr 
and Heisenberg, who created 
the central ideas of modern 
physical theory, tin be remem- 
bered -largely for what they 
have established about the rela- 
tion of our concepts to our ex- 
perience. By trial and error, 
often - by guessing equations, 
finding that they are right and 
then pondering what they may 
mean, physicists have made 
progress— perhaps not toward 
an ideal and perfect truth but 
at least toward a more modest 
gaol at clarity and reasonable- 
ness and harmony with what 
' to be universal aspects of 
human experience. 

If one of toe central problems 
of modern physics is to express 
its formal content in ordinary 
language, it is natural that 
most of those who have helped 
to solve these problems have 
gone a step further and tried 
to explain them to ordinary 
readers. Heisenberg is the 
founder of thp modem » tnrn ^’ 
theory knows as quantum me- 
chanics and the author of the 
principle of indeterminacy, 
which states that If quantum 
mechanics gives a correct 
description of nature, then there 
are rimple questions that we 
can never answer and simple 
events that we can never 
predfc*. His new book is aimed 
afe* wide audience and propores 
to engage each reader on his 
own grounds of interest by toe 
strategy of organizing it around 
c onversations from various 
periods in hfa life. In toe 
beginning he reassures us with 
Thucydides* words: 

How. in what concerns 
toes! . &rati$xft. . I have ■ 

found ft impossible to - 
remember their exact word- 
ing. Hence I have made 
'each orator speak as. in 
my opinion, he would have 
done in the cfrcumstonoes. 
tart keeping as close as I 
could to the train at thought 
that guided his actual 
speech.

H A 2 LBURG. — This ghastly German tele- 
vision woman in paisley plus fours 
was circling around Warren Beatty, who 
sat. demure In a navy blue suit, waiting 
for the next take of Richard Brooks’s new 
movie, 

“Everyone says Warren Beatty is very 
difficult," she said to Warren Beatty, 
moving in. Her waistcoat was paisley, too. 
“I want to ask you just one question 
for our program: What do you think of 
cruelty in films ?" 

Cruelty in films! “Sure." he said nicely. 
“I'll do It if you do it In a two-shot with 
me." Agreed. He explained, when Frau- 
lefn Paisley went off to make the arrange- 
ments, that a two-shot fin which he 
would be shown with the interviewer) is 
harder to tamper with later than a shot 
of the interviewee alone. 

No sooner had Warren Beatty put him , 
self in front of the TV camera than he 
was back. “They must think I'm awfully 
stupid not to notice the camera was only 
on me." he said, laughing and his 

head. “It wasn't a two-shot at alL It's 
Interesting. People say, wont you do 
something? You say, fine, m do it if 
you'll do it with me. And they won’t." 

Fraulein Paisley reappeared. “Warren 
Beatty is difficult." she said. 

Difficult . . . aloof . . . the freshest kid on 
the block until “Bonnie and Clyde.” which 
he produced, starred in and persuaded 
reluctant distributors to take, made him 
“Warren-baby" to le tout HoCyirood. War- . 
ren Beatty is a shrewd, entertaining and 
occasionally unprintable commentator on 
Ulna-making today. 

The alleged swing to romance that has 
been baliyhooed with the success of “Love 
Story” won’t add up to much, he says.
